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Home Rule, Voters’ Aid 
Could Rescue School Budget

A piece of “‘home rule”’ legislation —and 
voters’ cooperation — could make the 
difference between a school budget dev- 
astated by more than $2 million in cuts 
next year, and one that would be bearable, 
the School Committee learned Tuesday 
night. 

According to Business Manager Francis 
Paul, preliminary figures show the 
schools need $14,921,000 to offer existing 
programs during fiscal 1983, with no new 
programs added. But under Proposition 
2%, the school budget will be held to a 
projected $12,634,000 — and cuts of nearly 
$2.3 million will have to be made. 

That is what the schoolmen called the 
“worst case.”’ 

The ‘‘best case’’ would be a budget for- 
mulated with debt service from the $13.72 
million school building program exempted 
from Prop 2%: that budget would be $14,- 
634 000, requiring cuts totalling $287,000. 

“If the debt service were exempted 
(from 2%), we would not have a very 
serious problem,’’ Superintendent Ken- 
neth Seifert told the committee. ‘‘We 
could get through this.” 

But without the exemption, the business 
manager cautioned, ‘‘Severe cuts may be 
coming our way.” 

At the committee's request, the admin- 
istration will come up with two fiscal ’83 
budgets for the schoolmen to consider in 
early January, one for the worst case and 
one for the best. 

Faculty and PTOs at each school will 
also be asked to come up with budget 
options based on both cases, and deliver 
their recommendations to the committee 
in early February, Seifert said. 

Proposition 2% limits annual increases 
in the town’s total levy limit to two and 
one-half percent.

proved the school building program before 
2% was enacted, and the debt service on 
that program is about to take a painful 
bite out of next year’s school budget 
The state legislature could pass enabling 
legislation that would let Andover exempt 
debt service on the building program —not 


all debt service for the town — from the 
limits of the new tax-cutting law. The 
legislature recently passed such a bill for 
the Plymouth-Carver regional school dis- 
trict, Committeeman Michael Giammusso 
said Tuesday 

Townspeople would then have to vote in 
favor of the exemption during a town-wide 
referendum. The question could be placed 
on the ballot during annual town elections 
next March. (Residents of Plymouth and 
Carver haven’t voted on the matter yet, 
Giammusso noted. ) 

The committee unanimously agreed to 
ask Andover Representative Gerald Cohen 
to file such legislation on behalf of the 
town as quickly as possible, as the end of 
this year’s legislative session nears. Yes- 
terday was in fact the deadline for filing 
new bills, but Giammusso said the state 
rep had assured him the bill could be filed 
late without problem. 

The Senate has yet to act on Cohen’s 
House Bill 7153, already approved by the 
House, which would allow Andover to in- 
crease its levy limit by five percent, in- 
stead of two and one-half percent. 
Giammusso said that bill is still in the

By moving inside the actual hospital building, the 
center will be able to contribute more to the team 
approach in rehabilitative medicine, Dignam pointed 
out. ‘‘The physical therapy, occupational therapy and 
speech and language therapy will be able to work 
jointly in helping brain injured and stroke victims 
improve their condition. Our ability to respondkto 
referrals will be speed up considerably.’’ 

With the added space the center will be able to 
consider expanding to include swallowing therapy, 
infant stimulation and hearing aid services, he said. 

The Aid Association has been raising monies for the 
hospital for more than 50 years. Since 1975 it has 
contributed more than $500,000 to Lawrence General 
Hospital for major renovations and expansion of the 
intensive care unit, emergency department, radiology 
department and surgical day care area. It raises its 
monies through the Thrift Shop located across the 
street from the hospital, the Hospitality Shop within 
the hospital which includes a gift shop and lunch 
counter, patient TV rentals, taking newborns’ pictures 
and special projects such as the Aid Association Cook- 
book and designers’ showhouse, ‘Country Charm,”’ to

another landing. The harbor was crowded with launch- 
es from all of the ships, rescuing men as crews aban- 
doned one ship after another. 

Shells were falling all around them — one landed 
close enough to get the launch crew ‘‘well-splashed’’ — 
and near the ships they were showered with debris, but 
all Buchan and his mates could think of was the time, 
he says wryly. 

‘Every two minutes, one of us would ask, ‘What 
time is it?’ We knew we would be expected to write a 
Teport and explain our actions, why we were not at our 
regular battle stations,’’ he explains. ‘‘We were trying 
to keep everything in order, so we'd remember where 
we were and what we were doing every minute. 

In the end it didn’t matter; no report was ever 
written. The West Virginia ended up ‘‘sitting nicely on 
the bottom’’ of the harbor, with a hole in its side ‘‘that 
this building would fit into four times,’’ Buchan says 
referring to the former Abbot Academy gymnasium 
where Phillips’ physical plant offices are now located 

His two closest Navy buddies were killed during the 
attack. Buchan was ‘‘shocked by the amount of dam 
age’ he saw. But he viewed the attack with ‘‘a profes 
sional’s attitude,’ he says simply. ‘‘We considered 
ourselves professionals. It was our training, our job.’ 

Buchan notes that he was in the war from the 
moment the United States was drawn into it until the 
day it ended: ‘‘I was there when it started,’’ he says of 
Pear! Harbor, ‘‘and I was in Tokyo for the surrender.’’ 
In the years between, he was ‘‘definitely in it,’’ earn- 
ing seven battle stars for action he saw in the Pacific. 

With his own ship sunk, Buchan was assigned to 
temporary duty aboard the Tennessee, then trans- 
ferred to a destroyer escort with a Marine outfit until 
the war was over. If not for the attack, his fate might 
have been different: Buchan probably would have 
‘‘gone chasing the Japs (on the battleship) and got 
sunk in deep water. Who knows?” he asks with a 
shrug 

Cruising off the coast of Okinawa in the escort U.S.S. 
Willmarth ranks second to Pearl Harbor as his most 
vivid war memory, Buchan says. ‘“‘That’s when the 
(Japanese) suicide planes were knocking off the little 
ships,’’ he explains, ‘‘and I was ona little ship. I was in 
a squad of six — and only one came back. I began to 
develop a very fatalistic attitude then. | started think-

ing, ‘I’m not gonna get back. So what?’ ”’ 
That ‘‘self-preservation’’ attitude saw Buchan 
through action in the Admiralty Islands, the Philli-

He was, he remembers, ‘‘pretty punchy’’ when the 
attack began. He had been on duty for almost 24 hours, 
part of a four-man crew running a motor launch back 
and forth from the battleship West Virginia to shore. 
Just one more trip, and he would be off duty for a day. 


Five minutes later the Japanese bombed Pear] Har- 
bor. 

Navy Coxswain Franklin Buchan and his motor 
launch crew began picking up survivors, making their 
way among the eight battleships lined up on ‘“‘Battle- 
ship Row’’ as shells splashed into the waters around 
them. 


‘‘We weren't afraid, not at the time,’’ Buchan says. 
‘‘We were too busy. After it was over we were 
scared."’ None of the launch crew was killed or 
wounded, but ‘‘I woke up the next morning with a 
beautiful shiner, a black eye — and I never knew how I 
ot it.”’ 
y Buchan, a vigorous, white-haired man who speaks 
quietly, lives at 19 Prospect Road with his wife of 34 
years, Charlotte. He has worked in the maintenance 
department at Phillips Academy for many years. This 
week, he will return to Hawaii for the first time since 
\World War'Tl ended, seeking “old friends’’: among 
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members of the Pearl Harbor Survivors Association. 

Nothing that has happened in Frank Buchan’s life 
since Dec. 7, 1941, can quite compare to that day, he 
says, ‘‘no matter how you figure it. It’s something I’m 
glad I went through — but I'd never want to go through 
it again.” 

The Andover native had been in the Navy and sta- 
tioned on the West Virginia at Pearl Harbor for a year 
and a half when the bombs fell. He was a graduate of 
Punchard High School, almost 21 years old, unmar- 
ried 

When the call to fire and rescue stations sounded 
from their ship, the motor launch crew was not sure 
what to do, Buchan says: ‘‘There was a big decision.”’ 
When the call to general quarters was sounded next, 
the crew started back toward the ship. 

But before they reached their ship, the call to aban- 
don ship was sounded — and they saw the battleship 
Arizona explode, the Oklahoma start to roll over, and 
men jumping overboard everywhere. The scene was 
‘chaos. So we thought we'd be of more use picking 
men out of the water than going back to the ship.’’ 

The attack continued for several minutes as Bu- 
chan’s launch picked up battleship crewmen, ferrying 
25 or 30 at a time }o,8,lahding, or toa medical tent on 
7 ; yw ‘i ‘it 
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pines, at Guadalcanal, off the coast of Japan, and in 
‘most of the Pacific,’’ until his fleet sailed in to see 
the Japanese surrender in Tokyo. 

On his way back to the States, Buchan stopped at 
Pearl, where he saw the West Virginia raised from the 
bottom of the harbor, with the huge hole in her side. He 
attended trade school in San Francisco before return- 
ing to Andover, where he married and raised four 
children. He worked for the Fire Department for 11 
years before coming to work for*the Academy. 

The Japanese pulled off ‘‘a brilliant attack,’’ Buchan 
says. But looking back, he is convinced American 
military officials knew it was coming. 

‘‘We were set up,”’ he says. ‘‘The only ships in the 
harbor that day were the old battleships and obsolete 
cruisers. For the first time in my year and a-half 
there, the real cream of the crop was at sea — all the 
carriers, the newer cruisers, the newer destroyers 
That was very unusual.”’ 

The Navy veteran describes his theory without re- 
sentment. ‘I’m not bitter. At that time the country 
was very much divided against itself on the question of 
intervention in the war,’’ Buchan explains. 

‘That attack brought the country together so much 
And in the long run we didn’t lose that much — the 
losses would have been minimal if the Arizona hadn't 
blown up 

“In the long run it was the wisest thing,” he adds

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New School Drug, Alcohl Policy 
Moves Closer To Adoption 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The school administration’s proposed 
new policy on the possession, sale or use of 
drugs and alcohol at school could have a 
positive effect on a related problem, an 
administrator said Tuesday night — stu- 
dents who eome to school under the influ- 
ence of drugs or alcohol. 

The School Committee approved the 
proposed drug and alcohol policy on a 
second pass this week. The policy now 
includes minor revisions of the original 
draft requested by the committee on their 
first pass a month ago. 

The new policy, which could go into 
effect in March if it wins the committee’s 
final approval next month as planned, 
would provide several alternatives to ex- 
clusion or expulsion, currently the only 
options for offending students. 

The idea behind the new policy, Assis- 
tant Superintendent Charles Mitsakos ex- 
plained’ is to find what lies behind drug 
and alcohol abuse, rather than ‘‘put a 
band-aid on the problem.”’ 

Committeeman Donald Robb asked 
what the schools are doing now to deal 
with ‘“‘the student who comes to school 
stoned.”’ 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert ad- 
mitted that the schools ‘‘are not respond- 
ing well to that problem. We are not 
confronting the person with the fact that 
they are under the influence — if (a stu- 
dent) is not caught in the act, there’s a 
reluctance to face the fact.”’ 

Seifert said that whether or not teachers 
want to admit a student is under the influ- 


ence, they should be willing to send the 
student home when it is obvious that he or 
she is ‘‘not fit to be in school today.’’ That 
idea, the superintendent said, ‘‘has to be 
pushed much more enthusiastically.”’ 

The reasons why teachers are reluctant 
to confront students who come to sehool 
under the influence are complex, Mitsakos 
pointed out, but the problem may be 
‘somewhat addressed”’ in the new policy: 
“It may be addressed more openly by the 
staff if expulsion is not the only alterna- 
tive.” 


The school committee should consider 
long-term solutions to the problem, Robb 
indicated. ‘‘It is not part of this issue (the 
new drug and alcohol policy),”’ he said, 
‘but it is a legitimate kind of concern.”’ 

The alternatives to expulsion included in 
the new policy are return to the class- 
room; return to the classroom under pro- 
bation; return under probation with 
counseling; or attending academic pro- 
grams after school hours, with counseling. 
Exclusion and expulsion would remain as 
the last alternatives. 

An offending student would be immedi- 
ately suspended from school and screened 
by a counseling team to discover any un- 
derlying problems before further action 
would be taken. 

The schoolmen emphasized, on their 
first pass, that students should realize 
exclusion and expulsion remain ‘‘a real 
possibility.” “ 

A Substance Abuse committee including 


the police chief and Juvenile Officer Jo- 
seph Hastings has been formed to deal 
with ‘‘the larger issues’’ of drug and alco- 


hol abuse in the community, Mitsakos 
said, and that committee has reviewed the 
school policy 


Negotiations Continue 


Town officials still hope to save Ballard- 
vale’s Pole Hill from development, and 
will continue negotiating with developer 
‘Arthor Kalogianis of T.D.J. Development 
orp., Selectmen Chairman Norman 
Gammon said yesterday 

Meeting in executive session to discuss 
the negotiations last week, the selectmen 
approved a new proposal that will be pre- 
sented to the developer, Gammon said. 
She was not sure when Town Counsel Al- 
fred R. Daniels, head of the town’s nego- 
tiating team, would meet with Kalogianis’ 
representative. 

Acting Town Manager Tony Torrisi said 
a meeting could possibly be arranged for 
some time next week 


With the authorization of 1981 town 
meeting, town officials are offering to 
trade Pole Hill for town-owned land known 
as the ‘‘tea lots,’’ located off Woburn 
Street near the South School. 


Kalogianis has asked for financial com- 
pensation to go along with the 25-acre tea 
lots, since the town land could not support 
as many houses as his Pole Hill site. 

The Planning Board has approved plans 


for a 69-lot subdivision, called ‘Waterford 
Place’, on the site; last week, the Public 
Works director told the selectmen Kalo- 
gianis has begun clearing trees from one 
lot 

The selectmen voted to delay consid- 
ering a sewer connection for the subdivi- 
sion until the swap negotiations have been 
completed 


Last spring, the Conservation Commis- 
sion joined Ballardvale residents in urging 
town meeting to approve the land swap, 
explaining that the hill, overlooking the 
Shawsheen River, is one of the most sce- 
nic spots in Andover, as well as the only 
open space left in the ‘Vale 


The ‘‘tea lots” are a collection of tiny 
parcels the town took by eminent domain 
years ago. They had been deeded to a 
variety of owners as part of a tea compa- 
ny’s coupon promotion, but were too small 
to build upon and eventually presented the 
town with a tax-collection problem. 


Conservation Commission officials say 
the lots were never intended to be pre- 
served as permanent open space. 


Equipment Contracts Awarded 


With the school building committee’s 
authorization, the town has awarded $424,- 
450 in equipment contracts under the first 
phase of the building program's equip- 
ment budget. 


Combined with $10,788 for miscella- 
neous items that must be put out to bid 
again, the total for phase one has come in 
at $35,000 less than the projected total of 
$471,104, acting Town Manager Tony Tor- 
risi pointed out. 


The building committee authorized the 
town purchasing agent to sign equipment 
contracts with a total of ten contractors 
after reviewing the phase-one bids Mon- 
day night at Town Hall 

The equipment will be used at Andover 
High School, Doherty Junior High and 
West Junior High, each being renovated 
and expanded under the $13.72 million 
school building program. 

Contracts have been awarded to the 
following low bidders: Educational Equip- 
ment, Inc. of Nashua, N.H., $272,797 for 
equipment to furnish science, physical 
education, art and homemaking areas; 
R.H. Lord Co. of Glastonbury, Conn, $10,-

WASHINGTON -- Most 
mobsters live by the bullet 
and by bribing policemen 
and politicians. But Miami’s 
drug traffickers operate on 
a higher social level: They 
bribe American Foreign Ser- 
vice officers. 

Many of the drug traders 
in Miami’s underworld are 
illegal aliens from Colom- 
bia. They are known as 
“cocaine cowboys,’ When 


_one of them is caught, he 


may have as many as 20 or 
30 passports in his posses- 
sion. 

Most of these passports 
were obtained by bribing 
State Department officials 
in Latin America. State 
Department security offi- 
cers estimate that some- 
thing like 20,000 U.S. visas 
and passports are sold every 


year. 

The shameful part of this 
is that we are not the first to 
know about the wholesale 
traffic in illegal documents. 
The State Department has 
known about it for some 
time -- but the bureaucrats 
in Foggy Bottom prefer to 
look the other way. 

To get a little perspective 
on this illicit trade in visas 
and passports, consider this: 
The Justice Department 
estimates that 80 percent of 
the drugs smuggled into this 
country are brought in by 
individuals holding false 
visas or passports. 

The basic trouble is that 
the drug traffic is so profita- 
ble. A dope dealer who 
wants to get his goods into 
the United States can afford

Drug traffickers get ahead 
by bribing U.S. Embassy staffers 


to pay an American embas- 
sy employee a year’s salary 
for false travel documents. 

A SCOFFLAW IN THE 
WHITE HOUSE?: On Nov. 
20 -- thanks to congressional 
procrastination -- the feder- 
al government technically 
ran out of money. A few 
days later, the lawmakers 
rushed a bill to the White 
House that would temporari- 
ly keep the machinery 
running. But it contained 
more money than President 
Reagan wanted, and he 
vetoed it. He then assembled 
his Cabinet officers and 
instructed them to call in 
their workers and shut down 
the government. 

In giving the orders, the 
president and his Cabinet 
may very well have broken 
the law. Here’s why: 

Last year, then-Attorney 
General Benjamin Civiletti 
issued a new interpretation 
of a law called the Anti- 
Deficiency Act. In the 
absence of funds from 
Congress, he ruled, it was 
just plain illegal for federal 
departments to continue 
operating. The only excep- 
tions are government activi- 
ties which affect the nation- 
al defense or the public 
health and safety. 

The General Accounting 
Office thought the ruling 
was ludicrous. Such a strict 
interpretation of the law, 
said the auditors, would 
technically require Uncle 
Sam to seal the nation’s bor- 
ders and immediately fur- 
lough 400,000 federal work- 
ers -- without pay. 

Nevertheless, the ruling 
stands. So when the presi-

dent told his secretaries to 
tell the bureaucrats to come 
to work -- even for a few 
hours -- they may have vio- 
lated the law. 

WHO’S NEWS: Rep. Mario 
Biaggi, D-N.Y. The former 
New York City policeman 
has proposed legislation 
which would restrict the 
sale of bulletproof clothing. 
Biaggi wants to keep the 
bulletproof garb off of crim- 
inals. His bill would require 
law-abiding citizens to 
obtain a license to wear the 
clothing. 

-- Lisa D’Amato. The 19- 
year-old daughter of New 
York Republican Sen. 
Alfonse D’Amato set a world 
record recently. Ms. D’Ama- 
to stepped into a shower and 
stayed there for 121 hours 
and one minute. You could 
say she was like her father -- 
all wet. 

-- The Army's cooks. Some 
of them will soon be operat- 
ing out of new ‘mobile trail- 
er mounted field kitchens” 
developed especially for the 
Rapid Deployment Force. 
The Army wants $3.5 mil- 
lion to build 200 of the 
kitchens at a cost of $17,000 
each. From now on, KP duty 
in the Army could be 
thought of as a “moving 
experience.” 

NFAIR COMPETITION: 
The House of Representa- 
tives recently refused to 
authorize the purchase of 
typewriters from East Ger- 
many for the federal 
government. The German 
machines sell for about half 
the price of those made in 
the non-communist world. 
But opponents of the deal 


successfully argued that the 
communists unfairly subsi- 
dize their production costs -- 
and free-world typewriter 
makers can’t compete. 

FARMERS’ DILEMMA: 
The high cost of borrowing 
money is devastating small 
farmers. Most farms oper- 
ate on credit; the sodbusters, 
borrow funds to buy seed, 
fuel, fertilizer and livestock. 
They then pay off the loans 
when the crops come in. But 
this year, many farmers say 
they'll be lucky just to be 
able to pay off the interest 
on their loans. In the last 
two years alone, the nation’s 
farm population’ has 
dropped by 450,000. 


WORKER SHORTAGE: 
The nation’s shortage of 
skilled workers will reach 
2.5 million before 1990. And 
that is just in 13 occupa- 
tions. A tip for job-seekers: 
The shortages of skilled 
workers are greatest among 
computer specialists and 


machinists. 


WATCH ON WASTE: Eve- 
ry year, the armed forces 
buy more than $40 million 
worth of soft drinks for dis- 


tribution to the troops. But — 


government auditors have 
charged that the soda dis- 
tributors are ripping off the 
Defense Department. The 
investigators say the gov- 
ernment sometimes pays 
twice the price that civilians 
are charged. By keeping a 
closer watch over the deals, 
the auditors say, the Penta- 
gon could save millions of 
dollars.

Not Enough Time Spent By 
Students In Programs 


A common theme ran through the re- 
marks of science, social studies and for- 
eign language program advisors who 
appeared before the School Committee to 
review their programs Tuesday night: 
Andover students do not spend enough 
time in these pursuits. 

Science, Rita Petrella told the school- 
men, is the ‘‘Cinderella nrogram’’ of the 
elementary schools, treated as a ‘‘step- 
child’’ by teachers who feel more comfort- 
able teaching English and math. 

Social studies advisor Daniel LeClerc 
voiced the same concern about his pro- 
gram, calling ‘‘inconsistent use of social 
studies” throughout the elementary sys- 
tem the ‘‘biggest task we have (to deal 
with) this year.”’ 

And foreign language advisor Michael 
Cave pointed out that if a student took the 
maximum number of courses taught in 
French or Spanish in the secondary 
schools, the student would end up with a 
total of 780 hours of language study — 
hardly enough to guarantee fluency. 

Chairman Joseph Finn agreed that sci- 
ence and social studies deserve more em- 
phasis in th€ elementary schools, saying 
he hoped to see ‘‘more support”’ for these 
programs, with the help of this year’s new 
program advisor concept. 

Cave suggested that ‘‘some exposure” 
to foreign languages at the elementary 
level would help, along with an interdisci- 
plinary approach that would see some non- 
language classes, such as social studies, 
taught in a foreign language. 

In summaries of written reports to the 
school committee, which will be used to 
help prepare fiscal '83 program budgets, 
all three advisors said their programs are 
basically in ‘‘good shape.’’ 

But overcrowding in the elementary 
schools caused by this year’s closing of 
Shawsheen School is starting to have some 
ill effects on the science program, Petrel- 
la indicated. 

“The program depends on hands-on ex- 
perience for the students,”’ she explained. 
“We have enough materials for that, but 
the teacher needs to get around, to talk 
and listen to the students. This is some- 
| thing that has to be addressed.” 

Dividing students into more classes 
| would be one answer, she suggested, as an 
alternative to increased staffing. 


Junior high school science labs are over- 
crowded as well, she added, creating a 
safety hazard: State guidelines recom- 
mend no more than 24 students in a lab, 
and Andover labs are designed for 24, but 
some classes are ‘“‘into the thirties,” Pe- 
trella said. 

Those classes should be rescheduled, 
even if it means having larger lecture 
classes to come up with smaller lab 
groups, she recommended. 

Social studies is currently undergoing a 
comprehensive study of the K though 
Grade Six curriculum, LeClerc said, that 
will lead to a new system-wide program, 
probably with the help of pilot programs. 
A new program may become more attrac- 
tive to teachers, the advisor said, and help 
social studies become taught ‘‘more con- 
sistently” in the elementary schools. 

The secondary school curriculum may 
undergo a similar review sooner than 
planned, he added, since eighth- and tenth- 
grade history textbooks need to be re- 
placed, and a curriculum review would 
seem to be in order before the schools 
make a major investment in new texts. 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert sug- 
gested that this may be the time to “break 
the tradition” of teaching ‘‘the political 
and economic systems of white Europe’ 
as the sole subject of social studies. Le- 
Clerc agreed, pointing out that ‘‘we have 
moved in that direction’’ with the Model 
United Nations program and four pilot 
programs now underway in the secondary 
schools. 

Foreign language advisor Cave told the 
schoolmen Andover’s foreign exchange 
programs with Germany and France offer 
valuable experience to students; this yeam 
a three-week exchange program with Ven- 
ezuela will be piloted. 

He noted that while Spanish has become 
the foreign language studied by most high 
school students, most teachers have been 
trained in French; Andover needs to 

‘‘shift the emphasis’ to Spanish, Cave 
said. 

And, he pointed out, language labs would 
be a useful addition to the junior high 
schools. Currently, only the high school 
has language labs, and there are no plans 
to add labs at East and West junior high. 

Parent James Fox asked why the

North Reading Joins 
Solid Waste District . 


The Town of North Reading, after in- 
depth reviews of three options for long- 
term disposal of municipal solid waste, 
has decided to join the North East Solid 
Waste Committee (NESWC), a consorti- 
um of Merrimack Valley and North Shore 
communities planning to build a $74 mil- 
lion, 1,5000 ton per (tpd) trash-to-energy 
plant 

North Reading selectmen received au- 
thorization to sign with NESWC following 
a special town meeting Nov. 19. Once the 
NESWC contract is signed, the town will 
commit approximately 18 tpd to the con- 
sortium, bringing contracted tonnage to 
approximately 522 tpd. 

Twenty-one communities have signed, 
or are authorized to sign, with NESWC’s 
wroject to be buildt by UOP, Inc. of De- 
sPlaines, III. 

NESWC Chairman Edward J. Scanlon 
said the North Reading decision is an 
important one because the town undertook 
a painstaking review of NESWC, compar- 
ing the consortium’s benefits package 
with a competitor, and a third option, 
landfilling of wastes. 

“Our project is the best alternative 
available because of UOP’s proven tech- 
nology and financial stability and because 
of our revenue sharing provisions and low

tipping fees. We’re happy North Reading 
took a close look at us and sized us up-to 
our competition and we’re confident other 
communities will make the same deci- 
sion,’ he said 

However, Scanlon said time is running 
out for those communities still consid- 
ering participation in NESWC. The chair- 
man explained NESWC member 
communities previously authorized UOP 
to seek contracts with private haulers for 
up to 600 tpd. 

Scanlon said in a very short time UOP 
has obtained letters of interest from pri- 
vate haulers totalling 400 tpd, meaning 
opportunities for community tonnage 
space are shrinking more rapidly than 
anticipated 

‘We've gotten to the point in this pro- 
ject where we're in a first-come, first- 
served basis. We'd like to be able to solve 
the disposal needs of cities and towns with 
landfill problems but we're simply run- 
ning out of space in the plant. The door is 
definitely being closed to some commu- 
nities,’’ Scanlon admitted 

Scanlon said NESWC communities 
faced with landfill closings due to lack of 
space or non-compliance will be allowed 
to use the Peabody landfill now that Pea- 
body has joined NESWC.

Run Through Tewksbury 


Running sewer lines through Tewksbury 
to serve Digital Equipment Corp.'s pro- 
posed Dascomb Road plant, a possibility 
discussed during annual town meeting 
has been ruled out by both Digital and 
Andover’s selectmen 

Because it would cost Digital an extra $1 
million to build a sewer extension through 
Tewksbury, company spokesman Pat Mat- 
thews last week told the selectmen, ‘“We 
feel that Andover is the way to go.” 

Selectmen Donn Byrne and Jerry Silver- 
man voted to accept that conclusion, while 
Susan Poore — who opposed rezoning the 
Frontage Road area for Digital at town 
meeting — voted against it. Edward Har- 
ris passed, and Chairman Norma Gam- 
mon abstained due to a conflict of interest. 

The selectmen were not required to act 
on Digital’s report, because town meeting 
approved plans to extend a gravity sewer 
line to Lowell Junction to sewer the area. 
Voters approved rezoning the land from 
residential to industrial after a long and 
emotional town meeting session last 
spring 


However, Digital agreed to look into the 
Tewksbury option and report back to the 
selectmen with their findings. 

Tewksbury officials have 83 acres of 
open land near the Andover line that they 
are eager to open to industry, Matthews
